MEMORANDUM OF POINTS AND AUTHORITIES IN SUPPORT OF PLAINTIFF'S 

MOTION FOR PERMISSION TO PARTICIPATE IN INITIAL SCHEDULING 

CONFERENCE BY TELEPHONE 

The Court has set the Initial Scheduling Conference in this case for 10:30 a.m. on May 5, 
2006. Plaintiff s co-counsel Elizabeth Alexander will be in Geneva, Switzerland in connection with 
her work on May 3-May 9, 2006. Ms. Alexander is very actively involved in briefing this case and 
its preparation for trial. 

Because of the large number of counsel in this case, rescheduling the Initial Scheduling 
Conference would be difficult. Rescheduling would also be likely to delay proceedings. For these 
reasons, rather than requesting rescheduling, Plaintiff asks that Ms. Alexander be allowed to 
participate in the Initial Scheduling Conference by telephone. Granting this request will allow the 
Initial Scheduling Conference to proceed without delay but with full participation by all counsel. 

Plaintiff has attempted to determine the views of opposing counsel with regard to this 
request.
